THE FUTURE 
MAN, 


Onotocnth Century. 
"" 


Tho man of the future—that mysterious 


wing who will look back across a dim gulf 
f time upon imperfect humanity of the nino- 
oonth century with just such kindly and half- 
ncredulous ncorn as wo now condescend to 
jestow upon our club-wielding, ape-like an- 
estors—will bo a toothless, hairless, slow- 
imbod animal, incapable of extended loco- 
motion. His feet will have no division be-' 
wpen the toes. Ho will bo very averse to 
ghting, and will maintain his position in the 
oremofft Bias of time to come solely upon the 
srength of one or two convulsions in his 
rain. This may soem to be poor prophecy; 
ut it differs from most prophecies in being 
more logical deduction from accomplished 
acts. 
The different parts of the human frame as 


t exists now have Iwen evolved or modified 
y tho action of tiro two great principles that 
are always regulated tho development of 
weies. Every organ and every ornament 
wt man possesses has been acquired by nat- 
ral or sexual selection, and when either of 


forces is weakened or removed, or when, 


10 necessity for such organs or ornaments is 
o longer sulllcient to counterbalance the 
iss o{ the power employed in their produc- 
011, then they commence at once to disap- 
xiar. This is tho ease with human teeth, 
'he early ancestors of man wore furnished as 


male gorilla is to-day, with magnificent 


grinding teeth for crushing hard fruit, and 
uge canines for fighting with other males for 
ha possession, of tho females. A trace of this 
•emains in the more powerful dentition of 
^avago races, who stand a short distance 
oarer to our common ape-Iiko ancestors. 
Civilized human beings, on the other hand, 
avo absolutely no use for canine teeth, which 
ry therefore found to be small in proportion 


the civilization of their possessors; and, for 
e rest of the teeth, they aro eminently ua~ 


nited to the task they have to perform, 
'"his is sufficiently plain from their decay and 
no artificial means which have to bo om- 
loyad in order to retain them even to ma- 
urity. Tho so-called "wisdom teeth" aro 
von now being lost They are the last to ap- 


r and tho first to go, and even while wa 


ave them they are unemployed. Tho rest 
vill probably follow them two at a time, and 
heir places will be supplied, no doubt, by a 
lardening of the gums, which cannot fail to 
e incomparably more convenient and suit- 
,ble to the viands of life. 
Long hair, beard, mustache and whiskers 
ro all sexual ornaments acquired by man to 
harm and allure the opposite sex, just as tho 
anino teoth were acquired to fight for a simi- 
ar purpose. But neither is sexual selection 
o powerful now, nor are these hairy orna- 
nents so important as they used to be. Mar- 
iage is no longer settled by the strength or 
Magnificent hairiness of tho suitor. Wealth 
vill cover the bald head; intellect is more 
•alued than whiskers, and the length of rent- 
oil counterbalances the shortness of a beard. 
A. woman, too, who has but a bcanty supply 
if that ancient "pride of a woman"—long 
lair—can eke it out by fraud and art, nor 
need bho go unweddod ou that account, 


either men nor women, therefore, who 


happen to be ill-furnished with hair are now, 
as formerly, handicapped in tho race of life, 
and unlikely to leave children to inherit their 
defects. On the other hand, they gain a dis- 
inct advantage at tho outset, inasmuch as no 
rital force is in their case wasted in the pro- 
luction of useless ornaments. 
There is, 


moreover, a mysterious law of correlation of 
growth between the hair and teoth. Through- 
lut the animal world strong and luxuriant 
lair is accompanied by regular and durable 
teeth; and a hairless breed of dogs exists 
vhich is equally conspicuous for the absenco 
of its teeth. Hence it might have been ex- 
pected that civilization would affect the hair 
as much as tho teeth, and infallibly tend to 
suppress all hirsute adornments as not being 
niflleiently necessary to the welfare of tho 
ndividual to repay the cost of their produc- 
,ion. Experience confirms this view; fof, as 
;he teeth are small, soon lost, and two o£ 
ihem at least capricious in appearance, so 
bald heads in tho prime of life, smooth cheeks 
and beardless chins among men, and women 
conspicuous for their absence of natural 
.ocks, aro common in civilized countries, 
while savage tribes, who have more lately 
left, or still remain in that state of society 
m which individual strength and social or- 
nament are demanded by the principles of 
natural and sexual intercourse, have stronger 
teeth and retain more of thoir original 
wealth of hair. 


With respect to his locomotive limits, 


civilized man has Itist some faculties and is 
losing others. Tho prehensile power o£ tho 
£rcat too, inherited from our ttiie-liko ances- 
tor, and still obvious in the human embryo, 
is retained in port by savage races; but of 


X'ssity lost by those human beings who 


habitually incloso their feet in the boots and 
shoes of civilized life. Indeed, the separation 
»f the five toes under such circumstances is 
no longer necessary, and will not permanently 
Fiirvru'. Already the percentage of persons 
who liavo two ur more of thuir toes united 
throughout the entire length is surprisingly 
large.

mensely superior to his civilized brother.'And 
iriciwwd facilities of artificial locomotion, 
by rendering the use by the latter of his 
lower liiiibn more and more unnecessary, will 
reduce thdln in time to a comparatively rudi- 
mentary condition. Finally, tho readiness ot 
our nm'ost'H-s, and of our savage contcnipo- 
ifirk's. to flight with one another is no longer 
pit.liuibk<, but absolutely pernicious, in tho 
stru^gte for civilized existence.

now-a-ditys 
for 
fre- 


quent personal combats and struggles of life 
and death. On the contrary, & man who is 
violent and pugnacious will, as a general 
rule, be more often imprisoned or slain in tho 
prime of lifo than his more pacific neighbors, 
and will thoref ore leave fewer children to in- 
herit his fighting spirit Thus the constant 
process of elimination of combative men will 
continue, without any compensating ad- 
vantage in the struggle for existence arising 
as heretofore from success as a warrior. The 
man o£ the future, therefore, will not only be 
toothless, but balilhoaded and incapable of 
extended locomotion with his imperfectly 
developed feet, but he will also be particu- 
larly averse to engaging in personal conflict, 
a lover of peace at any price. 


FBOH TEE CENSUS. 


Some Cartons Points Brought to Lieht 


— Population and Occupation. 


Youth's Companion. 


Every American, however young, must 


feel an interest in certain facts developed by 
the census of 1880, an abstract of which has 
been issued A census is in reality the "taking 
stock" of a, country; the weighing of its 
material and human capital ; the proof to the 
world of the uses which it has made in ten 
years of its opportunities. We all think that 
wo know our own country; but what wo do 
know in reality is only a certain city or 
village trade or clique; the gigantic linea- 
ments of the whole nation ore vague and un- 
familiar to us. 


There are, wo find, in the United States 


over fifty millions of inhabitants. Of these 
about forty-three millions and a half are 
natives. The remaining six and a half mill- 
ions are foreigners. 
There is therefore at 


present but little danger that Americans can- 
not rule America, so far as the dominant in- 
fluence of those principles, religious, political 
and social, which are distinctively national, 
ore concerned. 


To gain some idea of the fitness of these 


people to rule themselves, wo turn over a few 
pages and find that of these fifty millions, 
thirteen millions and a half (in round num- 
bers) are children under ten years of age; of 
the remaining white natives, eight per cent 
are set down as unable to read and write; of 
tho remaining foreign white natives, twelve 
per cent, are illiterate; of the colored popula- 
tion over ten years of ago, seventy per cent. 
aro illiterate. 


These figures give us some idea of tho gen- 


eral condition of the country. 
With regard 


to its moral condition, we find that there aro 
in the whole country over fifty -nine thousand , 
prisoners in 
gaols, 
penitentiaries, 
and 


reformatories ; as to tho number outside of 
bars who are unfit to share in tho control of 
a groat nation, that is not a matter on which 
the census taken can throw any light. 
Be- 


sides these prisoners, tho country has o dead 
weight of l&i,000 paupers and idiots to carry. 


As to the manner in which the citizens of 


tho republic occupy their time, we find that 
nearly eighteen millions are engaged in 
money-making occupations. Of these over 
two millions and a half aro women. 


The remainder of the female population, 


tho children, boys and g^rls still at school, 
the 
imbecile, criminal and incompetent 


classes, and those whose wealth press them 
beyond tho necessity of labor, make up the 
great non-productive majority. 


Of the occupations, agriculture is largely 


tho most popular — as it should be in the great 
food farm of the world — embracing nearly 
eight millions of men and women ; next comes 
professional occupations, taking in a little 
over four millions of our population ; thirdly, 
manufacturing and mining, with nearly four 
millions; and fourthly, trade and transpoito- 
tion, with not quite two millions. 


Some curious points may be noted in this 


connection. There are but 12,308 journalists, 
and only 1,131 authors and lecturers, while 
there are more confectioners than both of 
these classes together; from which we may 
infer that the country is willing to pay more 
for its candy than for its literature. 


The number of domestic servants allows but 


one to every fifty persons, which shows how 
self-dependent the native American usually is. 


The most significant and hopeful point, 


however, is that the number of women ivlio 
are able to earn their own living has more 
than doubled during the last teu years.

BKABSTREBT'S estimates the total 


wheat crop of 1883 at 443,360,000 
bushels, nearly 61,000,000 less than 
the yield of 1882, as figured by the 
Washington authorities, and yet the 
price offered for the coming crop 
doe* not exceed about 90 cents. 
This low price is not justified, either 
by the quantity of ihe cereal now on 
hand, or by the yield of the present 
year. With only an average for- 
eign demand, wheat ought to sell as 
high as $1.25, and probably will do 
so inside of ninety days. The pres- 
ent low price is doubtless the result 
of an effort to depress tho market. 
Speculation is at the bottom of it, 
nnd farmers should endeavor to hold 
until they compel the payment of a 
higher price. 


MR. CHARLES EIDQLEY, president 


of the Springfield Iron Company, a 
short time, ago addressed a letter to 


HOD. Wm. M. Springer, asking him 
to discuss the tariff question with 
Mr. V. B. Denslow, professor of po- 
litical economy in the Douglas Uni- 
versity, Chicago. Mr. Springer re- 
plied that he was perfectly willing to 
discuss the tariff, but declined to 
meet Mr. Denslow, because that gen- 
tleman is unknown throughout the 
district, and at the same time ex- 
pressing a willingness to meet Sena- 
tor Cullom on the question. To this 
Mr. Ridgley replies that while Mr. 
Denslow may be somewhat unknown 
among the people, his reputation is 
established among all the students of 
political economy, and that Senator 
Cullom might probably decline to 
discuss the question with anyone of 
less fame than his own—he repre- 
senting a whole state, while Mr. 
Springer represents only a single 
congressional district Mr. llidgley 
also suggests that as ho is himself a 
Democrat and as many of the em- 
ployes of the Springfield Iron Com- 
pany are also members of the same 
party, he does not desire to be forced 
to look for protection to his interests 
outside of his own political house- 
hold. 
The correspondence is of a

New Scheme of Labor Reformers.

of labor federation is pro- 


posed by some of the professional 
labor agitators of the country. It 
is' proposed that each trade shall 
have its own organization, taking all 
the laborers of its class into 
its 


union; and that all the labor organi- 
zations shall then elect delegates to 
a convention which shall form a la- 
bor confederation, making a compact 
interest of the entire labor class of 
the country, an offensive and defen- 
sive league for all purposes. 
With 


this organization perfected, it is pro- 
posed that strikes, when they are re- 
sorted to by laborers, shall not in- 
clndo merely the laborers of one 
class, but shall be simultaneous and 
general throughout all trades and all 
clasf es of labor. The plan is far- 
reacjing, and proposes- nothing less 
than to establish an iron-clad despot- 
ism over the industries of the coun- 
try. 
If it shall bo placed in opera- 


tion, local, strikes of single trades 
will cease to be known, but general 
strikes will be ordered by a central 
authority, and will be universal in 
all trades and throughout the coun- 
try. 
If one trade in a locality like 


Chicago should consider itself badly 
paid or otherwise oppressed, it will 
not nimply strike against local em- 
ployers, but its demands will be 
made through the central officers of 
the labor confederation, and every 
labor interest in the country will be 
menaced with a strike, or it will fall 
on all, as a means of securing re- 
dress for the local wrongs of the in- 
dividual trade. If tho iron workers 
of Chicago should havo a disagree- 
ment with their 
employers, and 


shoi ild be sustained by the head au- 
thorities of the labor federation, all 
classes of labor in the country, the 
railroad employes, the miners, the 
operatives in cotton 
and woolen 


milh, the printers, tho telegraphers, 
the bricklayers, the carpenters, the 
sailors throughout the entire country 
would be expected to join in the 
stril;e, paralyzing every branch of in- 
dustry, trade and commerce, and 
stopping the wheels of business life 
in all directions. 


So vast a machine will bo certain 


not to work. Its magnitude renders 
it absurd. It would fall to pieces 
almost as soon as formed. 
The 


brains and ability required to man- 
age such an organization are not on- 
ly not available, but are not in exis- 
tence. The labor classes, according 
to Blatherskite Kearney, include 17,- 
000,000 people, or one-third of the 
population of the country. That, 
for any cause, this proportion of the 
population should stop work all at 
once, for a definite or an indefinite 
period, is so utterly out of the ques- 
tion as not to be seriously considerec 
among the possibilities of industrial 
and commercial life. That a com- 
plicated organization of unions with- 
in unions, coupled and running with 
a myriad of other unions within 
unions, and embracing a third of the 
population of the country, could bo 
established and placed in snccossm 
operation, is a mere scheme of hare 
brained impracticables, and is an 
impossibility.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—It is stated that 


the banks which have loancj the clKtillcrs 
money at the rate of from $10 to $20 or 
more a barrel on bonded whiskey nre rest 
lees under the decision of the 
attorney- 


general. They see that the 
government 


will not tolerate any quibbling attempt al 
evading the revenue law. 
They are not 


disposed to see their collateral exported 
with the possibility that it may never be 
heard of again, or that it may not be heard 
of in the hands of the United States. The 
embarrassment of the distillers bad led to 
low prices for whiskey. A gentleman from 
Kentucky reports a sale 
of six-year-old 


wbtskey, 
such as used to 
sell 
for 


$1 40cts. at 40c. a gallon. The banks tremb- 
ling for their money ore said to contain 
plate forcing 
a 
general 
sale 
of 
the 


bonded whiskey, with the intention of bid 
ding it in, paying the taxes and Belling it to 
repay themselves. The whole matter is 
complicated by reports that unscrupulous 
distillers have borrowed money from differ- 
ent banks on the same lot of whiskey. The 
store-keeper's receipt upon which money is 
loaned simply certifies that eo much whis- 
key is in bond. Tho store-keeper goes out 
in sixty days, anew receipt is issuec 
and more money can bo borrowed. The 
government keeps no record of these loans 
congress refused to establish such a record. 
Consequently as long as the kanks are kep 
in ignorance a distiller can duplicate his 
loans. If he bells his whiskey in time am 
for a good price ho is all right; otherwise 
not. Many distillers arc said to be taking 
the risk in these hard times.

A Thief, Murderer, and Ravisher, Capturod 


in Missouri. 


SOMERSET, Ky., July 11.—William Eads, 


arrested by the sheriff of Adams county, 
Mo., for stealing a horse,was brought from 
that state, and jailed here, to answer for a 
formidable list of crimes committed in this 
vicinity. He is about 32, and was born in 
what is known as the • 'White Oaks.'' This 
section of Pulaski county was always prolific 
of rogues, thieves and murderers. When 1 
he was the trusted 
farm hand of Mosos 


Muncey, near Mill Spring, Wayne county. 
Ono night ho crept through the bed-room 
window of Muncey's IC-ycar-old daughter, 
satisfied his evil passion aud made his es- 
cape. He disappeared for a time, but uame 
upon tho surface again as one of the Cooper 
men, a gang ot one of the most desperate 
characters that ever infested Southern Ken- 
tucky, lie took part in the well-remem- 
bered fight between the Cooperites and 
Kuklux, at Somerset, in which seven Ku It- 
lux and live of Cooper's

on the public square. lie distinguished 
himself that day by going to tho room of a 
sick man, in the old National Hotel, and 
murdering him in cold blood because he 
was suspected of being a Kuklux. Later 
he came out on the sidewalk, and while the 
warm blood was still dripping from hts 
dirk put the blade, which had been bent 
against some of the bones of his victim, be- 
tween his teeth and straisrhtened it, re 
marking at the time, "The blood of a Ku- 
klux is sweeter than honey." 
Though he thought that Kentucky justice 


would never overtake him, he was well 
aware that bis enemies would soon put a 
stop to his lawless life and fled the country. 
Gradually tbc story of his misdeeds passed 
out of mind, and he ventured back again to 
' 'White Oaks.'' This lime he lived with 
bis decrepit old grand-mother, who was a 
fortune-teller, a reputed witch, who had 
an underground saloon, where sho sold

for a lot of illicit districts. 
He soon en- 


caged in the traffic, 
He would fill a canoe 


with several kegs of whiskey, and paddle 
up to Burnsidc, on the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad (it was considerable of a place at 
that time), sell his liquor and get buck to 
his hiding place before the officers got 01 
his track. One day, while on a visit to 
Burusido ho tried to kiss the pretty wife o 
a gentleman who lived thrre. She told her 
husband of the insult. The husband romon 
stratcd, and was itnmcdiatelA shot dead. 
This was bis last exploit iu the county. A 
mob of men followed him for three days 
through the mountains of Tcnnosson, bn 
be escaped. His personal description hac 
been sent to most of the sheriffs in the ad- 
jacent states, but nothing of liis 
where- 


abouts was known until tho news came of 
his arrest in Missouri. 
His trial will no 


hard with bun, if he escapes lynching in the 
meantime.

past eighteen years, and the interest 
charge almost $100,000,000.
